CONDITION OF GENERAL GORDON 


NOT CONSIDERED SO FAVORABLE 
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No Decided Change ‘for the 
Worse, but the Physicians 
Are Uneasy, 


SUFFERER DELIRIOUS 
AT SHORT INTERVALS 


Severe Pains in the Abdomen Are 
Reported — Hypodermic Injec- 
tions Are Being Resorted 
To—Mrs. Gordon Bear- 
ing Ordeal Well. 


Miami, Fla., January 8.—At midnight 
the following bulletin was issued in re- 
gard to Gencral Gordon's condition: 

’ “Since the beginning of his illness 
the generai’s pulse has been inter- 
mittent and weak, frequently neces- 
sitating hypodermic stimulation.

General Gordon rested fairly well during 
today, taking from time to time a little 
nourishment.

At nogn his temperature was IOI, 
pulse 96, weak and frregular. During the 
day he rallied somewhat from the stupor 
which came upon him soon after being 
first stricken, and has from time to time 
taken nofice of and interest in things 
going on about his bédside. 

Late this afternoon, while no decided 
change for the worse had taken place, 
his condition was not regardéd as being 
so favorable as during the day. 

Mrs. Gordon has had but little 
since the géneral was taken sick, but is 
bearing up bravely. The attending phys- 
iclans: are doing everything possible to 
make the distinguished patient com- 
fortable. They relieve each other in or- 
der to take needed rest, but both are 
with him as much as possible. 

The general arrived at his winter home 
Monday before Christmas, and has been 
enjoying the fine spring weather, the 
splendid fishing almost a@ his front door, 
and has taken great interest and pride 
in his large acreage of growing tomatoes.

First Primaries Held on Island 
Marked by iating 


At Cienfuegos a Radical Led Mounted 
Baud, Armed with Machetes, to 
Polls—Guns Fired and Men 
Wounded—Cane Fields 
Were Fired. 


Havana, January 8.—The first primaries 
preparatory to the election of half the 
members of congress, and of provincial 
councillors were held today and were 
Ughtly attended. The day passed quietly 
everywhere, except in Clenfuegos, where 
the expression of partisan feeling devel- 
oped a disturbance, during which several 
shots were fired and one or more per- 
sons wounded. The liberals and radicals 
of Cienfuegoes were stirred up over the 
fact that the republican majority had 
entire charge of the voting arrangements 
at the polling stations, and also that 
many of the republicans wore badges on 
their sleeves authorizing them to carry 
clubs for the purpose of assisting the 
police’ in preserving order. 

The disturbance was caused by a party 
of radicals who were on horseback and 
armed with machetes and Who were lead 
by one Camacho, who is under bond for 
having wounded a policeman. Camacho 
flourished a revolver, which he fired wnen 
ordered to give it up. The police and 
others attacked Camache’s party and 
several shots were fired. It is said that 
Camacho has been wounded, but he has 
not been captured. 

The government deprecates the idea 
that today’s disturbances in Cienfuegoes 
is significant, as to the conduct of the 
elections in Cuba. Advices received here 
indicate the strained partisan feeling ‘n 
Cienfuegos was caused by the liberals ab- 
senting themselves from the polling 
places. 

The government has ordered the strict: 
est protection of all voters regardless of 
their party affillations. 

The cane fields on thé great plantations 
near Cienfuegos were set on fire at vari- 
ous points and the local officials allege 
that tEis was done for the purpose of 
drawing the voters out of the town. 

A few other minor complaints were re- 
ceived that the government party was 
assuming undue control of the polls. In 
Havana a few persons were arrested for 
perjury. 


LOUIS SUES FOR LARGE SUMS. 


Thinks He Was Maligned in Report 
of Bristow. 


Washington, January 8.—Michael 
Louis, formerly superintendent of 
division of supplies in the postoffice 
partment, who was removed October 21, 
last, as a result of the postal investiga- 
tion, today entered suit for $50,000 dam- 
ages against Joseph Bristow. the fourth 
assistant postmaster general: Henry C. 
Payne, postmiaster general, and The 
Washington Pos, Newspaper Company. 

The basis of the suit is an extract from 
the report of General Bristow dealing 
with the award of contracts in the division 
of which Louis was at the head, at al- 
leged excessive prices. 

The defendants are charged with hay- 
ing composed, written and published, con- 
cerning the plaintiff, the extract of the 
report referred to with the intent, it is 
alleged, to injure the plaintiff in his good 
name.

QUAY AOMSER 
10 ROOSEVELT 


President Is Being Guided by 
Pennsylvania Boss, 


Quay in Almost Daily Communica- 
tion with Roosevelt—The Boss 
May Succeed Hanna as 
Chairman of National 
Committee.

Washington, January 8.—(Special.)— 
Matt Quay has become, the confidential 
political adviser of President Roosevelt, 
and it is among the possibilities that the 
Pennsylvania boss may be chairman of 
the republican nationa] committee. 
Whether he is or not, it is @ fact that 
just at present Quay is in almost dally 
communication with the president upon 
matters political and the closest friendly, 
as well as political, relations have been 
developed between the man who has al- 
ways made pretense of abhorrence of cor- 
rupt political methods and the man who 
is at the head of the rottenness and most 
disgraceful machines known to American 
politics. 

Politics makes strange bed-fellows—es- 
pecially when one is an anxious candidate 
for high office and has his sleep troubled 
by a nightmare which will not desert 
him. This nightmare is the special in- 
centive which prompts the holy Theodore 
to court the companionship and support 
of the man who represents all that he— 
theoretically—condemns in practical poll- 
tics, and the name of the nightmare is 
Marcus Alonzo Hanna. 


Suspicious of Hanna. 

Deny it as strenuously as they may, 
and do, the administration politicians ara 
still] afraid that something may come of 
this Hanna talk. They give Hanna no 
credit for sincerity in his oft-repeated 
declarations that he is not a candidate 
for the presidency and will not be. They 
think and say that the Old Man from 
Ohio not only likes all this talk which 
links his name with the presidential nom- 
ination, but that he courts it. They 
believe that Hanna is ready to make a 
fight against Roosevelt should any pre- 
text present itself; and on this account, 
although his general health is excellent, 
the president of the United States has 
distinct symptoms of insomnia. 

Now Quay has no great love for Roose- 
velt, although he joined Tom Platt in 
forcing the Jatter gentleman into what 
Platt called the vice presidential ‘“‘hole.”’ 
Quay took a hand in that little political 
game solely because his friend Platt 
wanted to get Roosevelt out of the gov- 
ernor’s chair at Albany. But now there 
is a close tie between Quay and Roose- 
velt in their mutual dislike of Hanna. 

When Quay endeavored to break into 
the senate upon the appointment of his 
creature, Governor Stone, he would have 
succeeded if Hanna had voted for him. 
Seantor Hanna was influenced by the 
arguments of the majority of the elec- 
tions committee, which held that the 
appointment under the circumstances at- 
tendant upon it was not legal, as were 
a number of other republicans, They had 
the right side of the argument, but this 
little fact has never excused them in the 
eyes of the Pennsylvania senators, for, 
according to Pennsylvania republican eth- 
ices, a little thing like the law should 
never stand between friends. At the time 
Quay was exceedingly bitter toward 
Hanna 

He thought it might be al) right for 
some of the legal sticklers of the senate 
to permit themselves to be influenced by 
the constitufional arguments of Senator 
Hoar and others who had made a study 
of the question in hand, but the picture 
of Hanna in the role of constitutional 
lawyer was w little more than they 
could stand. 

Quay an Indian. 

Quay has never forgiven the Ohioan, 
and never will. He has Indian blood in 
his veins, is proud of the fact and never 
fails to display the Indian character- 
istics when occasion warrants. He is bit- 
terly opposed to all talk of Hanna for 
the presidency, scouts it as foolish, and 
solely because de desires to thwart what 
he regards the Hanna ambitions, he has 
arrayed himself with Roosevelt. 

He is at the white house almost every 
day, in the most intimate conferences. 
Temporarffy, the president has ceased 
talkirig politics with Lodge, holding him 
ever. faithful, and is devoting all hig 
blandishments to thé Pennsylvania bossa. 
There are ardent mugwump admirers of 
the president who do not enjoy the spere 
tacle at all, but they have to close their 
eyes to the essentials of practical pol- 
itics when a reelection to the presidency 
is at stake.

American Wat Ships To Be Con- 
centrated at Sub'g Bay 


Roosevelt Fears Eastern Trouble 
May Involve United States, and 
He Wants Evans’ Squadron 
in Easy Reach of the 
Goene of War.

Washington, January 8.—(Special.)—The 
determination of the cabinet: at its meet- 
ing today that the Asiatic fleet, under the 
command of Rear Admira} Robley D. 
Evans, shall proceed from Guam to Su- 
big bay, Philippines, has a far deeper sig- 
nificance than appears on the surface. 
The official explanation is that this step 
is taken in order that the absence of the 
American warships from northern Asiatic 
waters may ferve as evidence of the 
Strict neutrality of the United States in 
any confilct between Russia and Japan. 
That is one reason: but the real reason 
for this order which will! put thé whole 
American sea force in that part of the 
world together, is that at the Subig sta- 
tion the fleet will be within comparatively 
easy reach of the scene of the disturb- 
ance should there come an emergency 
calling for American action. 

Fleet Ordered To Return. 

After it became apparent that the sit- 
uation in the Far East had reached a 
crisis out of which nothing but war 
could come, the problem of the dispo- 
sition of the Asiatic fleet was taken up 
by the president and Secretary Moody. 
The battleship and cruiser squadrons of 
that fleet had been sent over to Hono- 
lulu in anticipation of trouble with Co- 
Icmbia, the Hawalian station being with- 
in comparatively easy reach of the Pa- 
cific side of the isthmus. While the pos- 
sibility of such trouble has not been en- 
tirely eliminated, the menace of the Far 
Eastern situation is so far greater that 
it was determined Admiral Ewans should 
take his ships back to their usual] sta- 
tion In Asiatic waters. 
ed that this would be done, the ships 
probebly first going to Nagasaki, Japan. 
This announcement brought out _expres- 
sions of joy from Tokio and was received 


. with such expressions of doubt by Rus- 


sinn officialdom as demonstrated it would 
be taken as evidence of the sympathy of 
the United States for Japan and against 
Russia. 

At this stage of the game il is most !m- 
portant that the attitude of the United 
States should be entirely neutral and 
should be so understood. The govern- 
ment. as well as Great Britain is anxious 
for peace. Evidence of too pronounced 
sympathy with Japan would, it is feared, 
tend to make that government too 
“cocky,’’ and might operate against a 
settlement of the controversy upon some 
equitable basis. At least, Secretary 
Moody thought so, and he caused it to be 
arnounced that the ships would be scat- 
tered about in such a way that their 
presence in any one place might not be 
taken as having a political significance. 
That was the second plan. 

In Striking Distance. 

But during the past few days the cer- 
tainty of war has grown, and with it has 
grown the conviction that it will be dif- 
ficult for the United States to remain an 
entirely disinterested spectator, in view 
of her commercial interests in the terri- 
tory over which the dispute has come. 
The British government feels absolutely 
certain that war is coming and has com- 
municated its views to the Washington 
authorities. This fact was discussed at 
today’s meeting of the cabinet and so 
was the necessity that our ships be so 
disposed that they can be used should the 
necessity arise. <4 

Subig bay is on the west coast of the 
Philippines, north of Manila, on the China 
sea. It ig a great natural herbor and 
has been recommended by the naval au- 
thorities as the best site for a great na- 
val station in the islands, guarding the 
bay of M@nila and at the same time a 
point from which the ships can operate 
to best advantage with relation to other 
points in the Far East..

The American Squadron. 

Admiral Evans has the battle ships Ken- 
tucky, Wisconsin and Oregon and the 
cruisers New Orleans, Albany, Cincinnati 
and Raleigh. Attached to the battle ship 
squadron are the monitors Monterey and 
Monadnock, now stationed at Canton and 
Shanghai, respectively, and the gunboats 
Wilmington, Helena, Vicksburg, El Cano, 
Callao and Villalobos, 

In the Philippines squadron are the 
Rainbow, Albany, Annapolis, Frolic, Isle 
de Cuba, Piscataqua, Quiros, Samar and 
Wompatuck. Some of these iatter are 
small and would probably remain at Ma- 
nila in case of any trowble that would 
take the larger ships farther north. 

Hoping to offset the trend of sentiment

SCARE RUMOR TO EFFECT 
THAT CONFLICT IS BEGUN 

London, January 8.—-The Kobe corre- 
spondent of The Daily Express sends a 
scare rumor to the effect that a collision 
between the Russian and the Japanese 
fleets has taken place near the islands 
of Taushima, in the straits of Korea. 

This rumor is not mentioned in any 
other source, and, in view of the fact 
that the Japanese government is exer- 
cising a censorship over all News con- 
cerning naval affairs, it may be safely 
disregarded. 

RUSSIAN REPLY TO JAPAN 
DODGES MAIN QUESTION 

London, January 8.—The text of the 
Russian reply to Japan's last note has 
been received by the Japanese legation 
here. It will be presented to the foreign 
office later in the day by Ministr Haya- 
shi. At the legation the opinion is held 
that the reply is entirely opposed to the 
main Japanese contentions and it is said 
their relations will be broken off. 

Minister Hayashi said to a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press: 

“After reading the reply, all I can say 
is that hope for a peaceable settlement Is 
growing less and less. Conditions are 
very grave. Japan has decided not to 
buy the Chilian warship for which nego- 
tiations had been started. At the lega- 
tion it is said that the ships bought re- 
cently from Argentina are expected to 
sail today for the Far East by way of 
the Suez canal. — 

AMERICAN INTERVENTION 
REQUESTED BY SLAYDEN 

Washington, January 8.—Representative 
Slayden, democrat, of Texas, introduced 
a resolution in the house today requiring 
the president to tender the good offices 
or mediation of the United States to 
Russia and Japan. The resolution says: 

‘Whereas, warlike actions are now 
threatened between Russia and Japan, 
which countries, as well as the United 
States, are signatories to The Hague 
convention. 

“Resolved, by the senate and house 
of representatives of the United States 
of America in congress assembied, That 
the president be requested to tender the 
good offices or mediation of the Unied 
States to Russia and Japan without fre- 
lation to their present dispute, and to re- 
mind them, in accordance with The 
Hague peace convention, that the per- 
manent court of arbitration is open. to 
them.”’ 

Legations Guarded at Seoul. 

Seoul, Korea, January 8.—An Italian 
erviser. has arrived in the harbor at 
Chemulpo and a German warship is ex- 
pected there. 

The legations are all guarded by de- 
tachments of marines belonging to va- 
rious nations,

STILL CHANCE TO AVERT 
CONFLICT IN FAR EAST 
Paris, January 8 —The Associated 
Press learns that in the opinion of the 
French government there is still a chance 
of averting a conflict between Russia and 
Japan, as a result of a concession made 
by Russia in her latest note. The dis- 
patches which have come to Paris from 
all quarters today have been most pes- 
simistic aud the hopefulness of the gov- 
ernment is fn strong contrast with them.

Genoa, January 8.—When it became 
known thgt the Niasin and Kasaga, 
which warships were built here for the 
Argentine, Republic and purchag®d by Ja- 
pan, would depart tonight, there was 
great excitement throughout the town. 
Crowds of people flocked to thé harbor to

TOBACCO IN STATE PRISONS.

It May Be Manufactured, Untaxed, 
for Inmates. 

Washington, January 8.—The commis- 
sioner of internal reveriue has decided 
that it is permissible for state prisons 
to manufacture tobacco and cigars for 
its own inmates mithout payilig license. 
| “YT would say that, upon careful consid- 
eration of the question involved, it is 
held that a charitable or other instfitu- 
tion conducted by the state, and under 
state authority with own operatives, has 
the right to manufacture tobacco, cigars 
Or any other tobacco product without 
the payment of tax when all such man- 
ufatured tobacco is used exclusively 
within the state institution. 

“The tobacco must, however, be man- 
ufactured within the limits of the state 
inatitution, and no portion of it be re- 
moved therefrom. If any portion of such 
manufactured tobacco is found outside of 
the limits of the institution, it wlll be 
liable to seizure and forfeiture the same 
as any other unstamped manufactured 
mt oy which might be found upon the 
market.’’

WITH UNITED STATES 


GENERAL RAFAEL REYES, 
Special Envoy of Colombia to the United States. 
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As Soon as Reyes Receives Reply to Last Note, He 
and Herran Will Leave Washington-=-Feeling 
Running High in Colombia.

Washington, January 8.—General Reyes 
is still awaiting the state department's 
reply to his request that the correspon- 
dence between him and the Washington 
government regarding the Panama inci- 
dent .be sent to the United States senate. 
General Reyes has advices from Colom- 
bia that the feeling there continues high 
against the United States, and while prep- 
arations are being made for hosiilities 
General Reyes has been able thus far to 
restrain his people from an outbreak. 

It {fs quite possible that upon receipt of 
the state department’s reply to the last 
note General Reyes will leave immedi- 
ately for Colombia. In that event Dr. 
Herran, the Colombian charge, will close 
the legation and return home, thus mark- 
ing the breaking off of diplomatic rela- 
tions bteween this country and Colombia. 

Committee Working on Treaty. 

The senate committee on foreign rela- 
tions today continued consideration of the 
Panama canal treaty, reporting the fif- 
teenth article in a general discussion of 
the convention. Amendments suggested 
by the democrats provoked extended com- 
ment from Senators Morgan and Bacon. 
It became apparent in the course of the 
session that suggestions for alteration of 
the treaty would not be confined to the 
democratic members of the committee. A 
purpose of strengthening the conyention 
was shown by a number of republicans, 
though no definite amendments were of- 
fered. The effect of the discussion was 
to delay final action of the treaty with- 
out materially advancing the argument 


either for or against it. , 

Arthur Beaupre, United States minister 
to Colombia, who is in this country on 
leave of absence, took luncheon today 
with Secretary of State Hay at the lat- 
ter’s residence, and discussed with him the 
situation in Colombia, particularly with 
respect to the isthmian canal question. 
Minister Beaupre also had a conference 
today with Secretary Root, during which 
the Colombian situation was considered. 

Rear Admiral Coghlan; commanding the 
Caribbean squadron, has cabled the navy 
department from Colon, saying that there 
was no news. 

The department also has been inform- 
ed of the arrival of the torpedo boat 
destroyers Preble and Paul Jones, under 
cover of the gunboat Bennington, at Aca- 
pulco on their way to Panama. 


United States Represents Panama. 

Paris, January 8.—It was learned today 
that United States Consul General Gowdy 
has received instructions from Secretary 
of States Hay to represent Panama In all 
consular matters, and that the secretary 
has notified the other consuls in Europe 
to take like action. These instructions 
followed a cable message from Mr. Gow- 
dy explaining that he had received nu- 
merous applications from citizens of Pan- 
ama for invoices and other consular ser- 
vices. As a result of the state depart- 
ment’s instructions the invoices were is- 
sued to Panamans today. 


Jarvis Favors Canal Treaty. 

Raleigh, N. C., Janaury 8.—(Special.)— 
Ex-Governor and ex-United States Sen- 
ator Thomas J. Jarvis is here, and was 
interviewed regarding the Panama canal 
matter. He said: 

“I may not be. exactly In line with any 
party in North Carolina on this ques- 
tien, but I am a sort of a Roosevelt 
man on the canal question. I am with 
him in his latest performance. I am for 
the canal.”’ 

He is one of the most influential demo- 
crats in North Carolina.

FIGHT 1S MADE 
ON BUCHANAN 


Democratic Senators Say 
Roosevelt Had No Right 
To Name Him. 


Washington, January 8.—In an exeeu- 
tive session of the senate today, the nom- 
ination of W. I. Buchanan, to be min- 
ister to Panama, was discussed fcr more 
than two hours, the debate being confin- 
ed almost entirely to the constitutional 
right of the president to appoint a min- 
ister to the new republic without the coop- 
eration of the senate. The point was 
raised by the democrats that the position 
to which Mr. Buchanan was nominated 
Was not in existence when the appoint- 
ment was made, and that the president 
had no right to create the position, ex- 
cept with the consent of the senate. 

The democrats who supported this po- 
sition were Senators Morgan, Bacon, 
Balley, Pettus and Blackburn. Republican 
senators almost unanimously supported 
the action of the president. They de- 
clared he acted wholly within his execu- 
tive prerogatives. The arguments on that 
Side of the question were made by Sen- 
ators Lodge, Cullom, McComas, Spooner 
and Fajrbanks and Allison. 

Senators Bacon and Bailey in their 
speeches argued that the president had 
usurped the functions of the senate by 
dispatching to Panama a minister whose 
nominatign had not been confirmed or had 
sent Mr. Buchanan there as an envoy 
Or commissioner without color of law. 
They held that as the senate was in 
Session, the president lawfully could not 
send a minister to a foreign country 
without the advice and consent of the 
senate. 

Senators Cullom, Lodge and Fairbanks 
took the position that the president had a 
perfect right to nominate a ministe® to 
Panama, notwithstanding the fact that 
no such office previously existed. They 
asserted, however, that Mr. Buchanan 
was not acting as a minister, and that 
the president had not commissioned him 
as such. He was, they said, merely a 
personal representative of the president, 
dispatched to Panama oa a diplomatic 
mission, and responsible alone to the 
president. A precedent for this action 
was cited in the case of Mr. Blount, 
who was sent to Hawail by President 
Cleveland, and whose authority was par- 
amount, notwithstanding the fact that an 
American minister was at Honolulu, ex- 
ercising diplomatic functions. No deci- 
sio® was reached, and the matter went 
over until Monday.

HEATH BRANDED 


TATTOOED WAN 


Forme Postal Official Is De- 
nounced by Tillman 


South Carolina Senator Says Heath's 
Connection with Postal Scandal 
Should Be Probed—Senator 
Simmons Demands Fur- 
ether Investigation. 


Washington, January 8.—Alleged post- 
office frauds were under discussion in the 
senate today, the subject being opened in 
@ set speech by Mr. Simmons (North 
Caroling), who insisted there should be 
an investigation by the senate into the 
charges. Mr. Platt (Connecticut) denied 
that the republicans were trying to cover 
up @ny wrong doing in the postiffce de- 
partment, and said they were simply con- 
tending that the postoffice committee 
should ascertain what was to be investi- 
gated. The discussion was participated 
in by Messrs. Burrows, Dolliver and 
Quarles on the republican side, and 
Messrs, Carmack, Tillman and Teller on 
the democratic side. 

Mr. Simmons said {t was clearly the 
Purpose of the republicans not to permit 
any further inquiry into the frauds and 
scandals of the department. He predict- 
ed that when the resolutions came back 
from the senate committee they would 
be defeated by practically the unanimous 
vote of the republicans. 

Tt was apparent, lie said, that no fur- 
ther investigation would be permitted on 
the eve of a presidential election. 

Speaking of the Bristow inguiry, Mr. 
Simmons said the reports of that inquiry 
showed it to be one directed solely into 
crimes committed within the depart- 
ment, and that the various bureaus were 
not subjected to the general search for 


the disclosure of irregularities not pun- 
ishable as crimes, 


Funds Should B- Recovered. 

“T do not charge that every branch of 
the department is reeking with frauds.” 
he said, “but it will be difficult to con- 
vince the people that such !s not the case. 
The investigation that has heen had is 
merely of a legal character.’’ 

Mr. Simmons made the point that the 
frauds exposed by Mr. Bristow in nearly 
every instance form a civil liability and 
that government funds which had heen 
wasted should be recovered in a court 
of law. 

Mr. Tillman said that a number of 
years ago he had asked that rural free 
delivery boxes be supplied to farmers at 
cost, and that he had submitted a sample 
box which sold for fifty cents. This hox. 
Mr. Tillman said, was furnished later at 
$1.25 and $1.80 each. He wanted to 
know whether any investigation of this 
case had been made. 

Mr. Simmons answered that the Bristow 
report exposed many such cases. 

Mr, Simmons referred to former As- 
sistant Postmaster General Heath, and 
said that there was every reason why 
an inquiry should be directed to finding 
out what his connections were with the 
postoffice scandals. He did not say Per- 
ry Heath was guilty, but if he was not 
connected with the frauds, he was sur- 
rounded ‘by the most curious set of cir- 
cumstances that had ever been known. 
Mr. Simmons also criticised former Post- 
master General Smith because he did not 
investigate the Tulloch charges. Speal:- 
ing of Mr. Tulloch’s experience in tha 
postoffice department, Mr. Simmons said: 

“Who knows but what his dismissal 
was for the purpose of intimidating 
other employees who might have had 
information for the exposure of frauds.” 

Platt Replies to Bristow. 

When Mr. Simmons concluded, Mr. 

Platt, of Connecticutt, said it had been 


charged by the democratic senatcrs in 
direct terms that if an investigation is 
not had it would be because the republi- 
cans objected to the investigation. He 
said that such was not ime cuse: that 
what the republicans had demanded was 
that the postoffice committee should con- 
duct an inquiry to determine whether a 
congressional investigation is necessary. 

Exception to the republican position was 
taken by Mr. Carmack, who said that 
the democrats are not agreed to leave 
the matter entirely to the committee on 
postoffices and post roads. 

“We admit,”’ he said, ‘‘that Mr. Bris 
tow’s investigation was thorough, so far 
as it went, but we deny that it was 
elaborate or comprehensive.’’ 

Mr. Platt contended that the commit- 
tee should report to the senate whether 
an investigation is necessary, and Mr 
Oarmack argued that such’ an arrange- 
ment would leave the entire matter in 
the hands of the committee. The senate 
now, he sald, should order an investiga- 
tion. No course short of this would 
meet the demands of the situation. He 
declared that the postmaster general haa 
stood in the way of an honest investiga- 
tion, and in view of his obstinate opposi- 
tion, and in view of the fact that rot- 
tenness had been found in some divisions 
of the postoffice department, the infer- 
ence was that there had been corruption 
in other divisions. For this reason he 
wanted an investigation, and he would 
have it non-partisan in character. 

Mr. Tillman charged that the opposi- 
tion to an investigation was character. 
ized by partisanship. There was an ap- 
parent attempt at congressional smoth- 
ering. He did not see how honest men 
could stand up in the face of pwhblic sen- 
timent and try to prevent an investt- 
gation, and allow the statute of limita- 
tion to “prevent the prosecution of the 
rascals.”’ 

Mr. Quarles criticised the remarks 
made by Mr. Carmack, concerning the 
postmaster general and Mr. Carmack ex- 
plained that he referred entirely to Mr. 
Payne's predecessor. 

“In respect to the Tulloch charges,” 
said Mr. Carmack, “I do not think the 
present postmaster general was as dil- 
igent as he might have been. Perhaps he 
relied too much upon what had been the 
course of his predecessor.’’ 

Tilman Attacks Heath. 

Mr. Dollinger said the disclosures of 
corruption in the postoffice department, 
instead of convincing him that general 
investigation is necessary, has had the 
effect of showing that the business de- 
partment of the government has been 
well conducted. 

Mr. Tillman asked why it is that the 
republicans were 80 anxious to prevent 
an investigation? 

“We are trying to turn the rascals 
out,” said he, ‘ ile you are trying to 
keep them in, You have much to gain 
by refusing to shed \light on the depart- 
ment. We have much to gain by expos- 
ing it.’

Senator Latimers Gill 


for Federal Aid of Good Roads 
Movement—Sum of $8,000,- 
000 To Be Spent 
Annually.

Washington,. January 8.—(Special.)— 
Twenty-four million dollars for good 
Toads, to be expended at the rate of 
eight millions a year during the next 
threé years! This is the amount of ap- 
propriation carried in the good roads bill 
which Senator Latimer of South Caro- 
lina, has just introduced. His bill sets 
forth an elaborate scheme for federal 
@id of the good roads movement, for 
Which purpose he. proposes to establish 
fn the department of agriculture a: bu- 
reau to be known as the bureau of pub- 
lic highways. 

The object of this bureau, according 
to the terms of the Dill, shall be to co- 
operate with the various states in the 
improvement and construction of perma- 
nent public roads in accordance with the 
scheme set forth in detail in the Dill. 
This bureau is to consist of three com- 
missioners to be known as commission- 
ers of highways, two of whom shall be 
appointed by the president, one from 
each of the two leading parties, ,these 
to be men who have had practical know!l- 
edge of road engineering and construc- 
tion. The third member is to be an of- 
ficer of the engineer corps of the army 
of rank not below captain, Each is to 
receive compensation at the rate of 
$5,000 per year for their services. These 
commissioners shall be under the gen- 
eral supervision of the secretary of 4g- 
riculture. 

Required of the State. 

After the expiration of six months 
from the time of the passage of this 
act, any state, through the proper of- 


_ ficers having jurisdiction of public roads, 


may apply for aid in the improvement or 
construction of public roads, under gen- 
eral rules to be made by the commis- 
sioners. No state shal] be entitled to re- 
ceive the benefits of this act until it 
shall have established, to the satisfac- 
tion of the commissioners of highways: 
1. That the highway or section 
thereof sought to be improved or 
constructed is of sufficient public use 
to come within the purview of this 
act, taking into account the use, lo- 
cation d value of such highway for 
the purposes of common traffic and 
travel und for the delivery of the 
mails. 
2 That the requisite right of way 
shall have been secured.’ ; 
3. That the highway will be im- 
proved or constructed in accordance 
with the regulations of the bureau, 
and when so improved will be main- 
tained and kept in repair without re- 
course upon the United States. 
4. That the state has provided for 
its portion of the total cost. 
Government To Bear Half Expense. 
One-half the expense is to be borne by 
the federal] government, the other half 
being borne by the state, but it is pro- 
vided that the states may distribute 
their portion of the expenses among the 
counties directly benefited. It is further 
provided that no money shall be advanc- 
ed by the Unfted States in payment of 
its proportion of the expenses except 4s 
the work of actual construction pro- 
gresses, and in no case shall the pay- 
ment or payments made prior to the 
completion of the work be in excess of 
80 per cent of the value of the work 
actually performed. 
To carry out the provisions of the bill 
an appropriation of $24,000,000 is provid- 
24, $8,000,000 for 1904; $8,000,000 for 
1905 and $8,000,000 for 1906. If any part 
of this is not expended in the year 
named it shall be avaiJable for the suc- 
ceeding year. And it is further prov‘'ded 
that no state shall receive in any one year 
a larger proportion of the sum appropri- 
ated than its population bears to the to- 
tal population of the states of the United 


States.

SCORE KILLED 
BY DYNAMITE 


Men Mangied in Mexico. 
One Man Killed League 
Away. 


Mexico City, January 8.—At the Los 
Laureles mines, . near the little hamlet of 
La Yesca, west of Guadalajara, a large 
number of boxes of dynamite which were 
stored in a powder house exploded, kill- 
ing twenty men and injuring forty 
others. 

The detonations of the explosion could 
De heard several leagues and an Amert- 
can mine owner working his mine a 
league away, was strick by a falling 
rock and killed. 

Complete details are lacking, but it is 
rumored that the disaster was the re- 
sult of the explosion of a dynamite cap 
in the powder house. 
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After an absence of many years in 
Mexico, L. L. Lamar, a former well 
known Maconite, has decided to return 
to Georgia and make this state his home. 
“It's just the longing for home that 
brings me back,’’ remarked Mr. Lamar 
last night at the Piedmont, where he is 
a guest. He has been in Georgia nearly 
two months visiting relatives, hunting 
and enjoying a vacation and rest. 
“Mexico is a good country,” he con- 
tinued, “and just now thefe is plenty of 
money being made. Every city and town 
near a waterfall is having elec&ic lights 
installed. Street car systems, water 
works d other quasi-public enterprises 
are bei constructed in many places and 
the, private enterprises are keeping pace. 
“One trouble with Mexico is the cur- 
rency, as the value of her dpllars is con- 
stantly fluctuating and “merchants don’t 
always know ‘where they’re at.’ The 
minister of finance is now back of a 
movement, however, to establish a ‘fifty- 
cent’ dollar; that is, to secure the support 
of the United States and some other 
powers to keep the Mexican dollar steady 
at 60 cents. This would be a fine thing 
for the business interests of the country. 
“While the isthmian canal is not dis- 
cussed as much down there as it is in 
the United States, I believe it would 
benefit the gulf ports of Mexico as much 
as the gulf ports of the United States; 


‘for instance, I think it would mean as 


much to Tampico as to Galveston. 

“The climate of the City of Mexico 
is very fine, unless one has heart trouble, 
which is aggravated by the altitude. Of 
course, the lower country is unhealthy, 
just as low countries are any place. But 
the climate is better everywhere than 
most people who haven't been there im- 
agine.’’ 

Mr. Lamar has been in Mexico since 
1880 engaged in railroad construction 
contracting. Recenfly he has finished the 
big job of changing the Mexican National 
railroad from a narrow to a broad gauge. 
He now contemplates entering the lumber 
business in south Georgid, and will leave 
on Tuesday to shape his Mexican affairs 
for his departure.

All manner of wild rumors are current, 
but the more conservative are inclined to 
think that no further violence need be 
anticipated, as it is believed that the 
candidates will quietly submit to the 
official canvass of the vote on Monday 
by the election commissioners, and where 
the situation seems to warrant, resort 
to legal contests. Tonight the city is 
quiet, although partisan feeling is run- 
ning high. 

The tally: sheets in the ninth warm, 
showing the count of the majority of the 
ballots, were saved by the judges and 
an effort will be made by the independ- 
ents to have this incomplete vote count- 
ed and to have the vote in the fourth 
and fifth wards thrown out.

‘BY COURT ORDER 


United Stales Senator Acquitted 
of Accepting Bribe 


Case Not Tried on Its Merits, ths 
Judge Holding Dietrich Was 
Not Senator at the Time 
of the Alleged Of- 

fense. 2 


Ome@ha, January 8.—United States Sen- 
ator Dietrich, who appeared in court here 
two days ago to answer the charge of 
agreeing to receive, while a member of 
the United States senate, consideration 
from one Fisher, for aiding to procure 
the appointment of postmaster, was today 
released from custody, the jury being in- 
structed to bring in a verdict of not guilty. 

The decision of Judge Vandeventer sus- 
tained a demurrer interposed by coun- 
sel for Senator Dietrich. The demurrer 
was made to the introduction of evidence 
on the ground that Dietrich was not ac- 
tually a member of the senate when the 
alleged bribery took place. The effect of 
the decision is that a man is not actually 
a member of congress from the time of 
his election until he shal! have taken the 
oath at the bar of the house to which he 
is elected, and that he ts not amenable to 
law as a member of congress and officer 
of the United States, 

Judge Vandeventer said that the court 
was unaple to find a single instance, nor 
had counsel cited any instance, where a 
member of congress, after his election and 
prior to his qualification, has enjoyed 
greater privileges than any other person 
by means of their election, although they 
often enjoyed much greater influence. 

Continuing, he said: 

“Under the law, therefore, there is no 
crime, except where congress has so de- 
clared. The court does not make th? 
law or say what it should like to have it 
be. Congress makes the law and the 
court construes it. Here congress has 
said that members of that body who 
take bribes shall be punished. It might 
perhaps be competent for congress to en- 
act a law which would make it a pe- 
na] offense for any person t% attempt to 
secure for another an office under the 
United States government, but~ such a 
suggestion is not included in this statute. 
Instead of saying every person, it is con- 
fined to members of congress, officers and 
agents of the United States. The two 
houses of congress, under the constitu- 
tion, are the only judges of whom shall 
sit as members of their respective bodies.”

House Votes $250,000 To 
Eylerminate the Pest 


Sum Is To Be Diverted from $500,- 
OOO Appropriated To Eradicate 
Foot Diseases Among Cattle. 
Measure Met with 
General Support. 


Washington, January 8.—The house to- 
day made available the sum of $250,00G 
to be used to meet the emergency caused 
by the ravages of the cotton boll weevil 
and other insects and diseases affecting 
cotton. The measure was adopted with- 
‘out division, meeting general support. 
The sum is to be diverted from the half 
million dollars appropriated last year to 
eradicate the foot diseases among cattle. 

Mr. Burleson, of Texas, speaking for 
the bill, explained .that the measure 
simply diverted money heretofore ap- 
i propriated for another purpose, and did 
not make a new appropriation. He urged 
the importance of the passage of the bill 
to the cotton growing sections, giving 
the history of boll weevils, and what it 
has done 

Mr. Gillett, of Massachusetts, called at- 
tention to another insecf—the gypsy 
moth—which had been’ brought to New 
England, and which he said was equally 
dangerous and should receive attention 
with a view to its extermination 

Mr. Robinson, of Arkansas, spoke for 
the bill. Mr. Slayden, of Texas, In urg- 
ing its passage, said he hoped the Dill 
would not be jeopardized by amendment. 
Mr. Gardner, of Michigan, said he be- 
'iieved it would be establishing a bad 
precedent to pass the bill. Mr. Gillett, 
of Massachusetts, offered an amendment 
for an additional appropriation for $250.- 
000 for the eradication of the egyptian 
moth. Mr. Wadsworth made the point 
of order that this was not germane, as 
it was a “new appropriation.’ 

In arguing against the print of order 
Mr. .Gillett sald the meaning of the word 
“germane” was “related.” He would 
have to leave the question as to whether 
the Mexican boll weevil was a relative 
of the Egyptian moth to the scientifie 
knowledge of the speaker, 

The speaker sustained the point of or- 
der against the amendment, and the bill 
was passed without division. It provides 
that the sum made available »may be 
expended by the secretary of agriculture 
in such manner as he shall deem best, In 
cooperation with state experiment sta- 
tions and practical cotton growers, if 
the secretary of agriculture shall deem it

advisable to meet the emergency caused 
|} by the ravages of the cotton’boll weevil 
and other insects affecting cotton. The 
house then went into committee of the 
whole to consider pension bills. 

The committee arose at 2:25 p. m., 
having acted favurably upon 115 bills, 
29 of which weré senate bills. The house 
passed the 115 bills in twenty minutes.

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The Wight Idbrary Question. _ 

The Oonstitution is receiving hearty 
public support in its plea for the 
opening of the Carnegie library at 
night for the benefit of the wage- 
workers of the city. 
_ The communications from Rebert F. 
Shedden and Dr. William T: Jones, | 
appearing in another column, refléct 
the tenor of the commendatory senti- 
ment of Atlantans being expressed on 
every hand. It is the people’s cause, 
and the earnestness of its many advo- 
cates insures that it will be a winning 
fight. 


A moment’s reflection will convince 


Carnegie library’s time regulations the 
worker whose daylight time belongs 
to his employer is eliminated entire- 
ly from the benefits of the. institution. 
The average employee has been at his 
datly .ask an nour or two when the 
library opens in the morning, and 
when it’ closes in the. evening he is 
apt to be in the act of eating supper. 
His brief noon intermission does not 
admit of time to go to the library to 
borrow a book, let alone the enjoy- 
ment of a while in the reading room, 
and it is in rare instances that he 
Can procure reading matter from the 
institution by sending there some 
member of his home circle. The re- 
sult is that, however much he may 
love books or instructive and entertain- 
ing periodicals, he is a stranger to the 
public library, in the major ‘number 
of cases, as Dr. Jones says, even ig- 
norant of the real nature of the libra- 
ry’s attractions. 

This is not as it should be. As we 
have before remarked, the Carnegie 
library was established in Atlanta not 
so much to put the finishing touches 
on already polished intellects, as to 
make a finished product of intellectual 
raw. material. True,-it well serves 
both uses, but the latter use is the one 
most in harmony with its purpose and 
with the democratic spirit which is 
the corner stone of the public library 
as an institution. Mr. Shedden well 
says that the benefits of a properly 
conducted public library “are similar 
to those of both a day and a night 
school.” We have the leisurely culti- 
vated reader, the literary dilettante 
and the student in our midst in abund- 
ance, and to these more favored ones, 
largely of the fair sex, the day hours 
of the Carnegie library are most con- 
venient, and the quiet they insure 
most gratifying. But what of the 
mass of our citizenry that works all 
day, and to whom the library is not 
now available? 

Open the night library for them pre-- 
cisely as the night school is opened 
for children whom premature contact 
with the iron wheel of labor has de- 
nied the intellectual boon of the pub- 
lic school. Until 6 is done, the Car- 
negie library is fulfilling but a part 
of its mission in Atlanta. 

The present hours of the Carnegie 
liorary are all right, so far as they 
go. We would not curtail them, for 
we recognize no necessity of curtail- 
ing them in order to meet the eco- 
nomic requirements of the proposi- 
tion to open the doors of the institu- 
ion during a few hours of the night. 

The city can well afford to meet any 
additional expense entailed by the 
change, and the people are decidedly 
ir favor of doing so. 


— 
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Beckham’s Protest. 

In his recent message to the Ken- 
tucky legislature, Governor J. C. W. 
Beckham takes a shot at the reckless 
newspaper misrepresentation from 
which Kentucky has suffered incident 
to the Breathitt county troubles. 

That feuds, and vicious, implacable 
feuds, existed in Kentucky at that 
time, and that they are not yet entire- 
ly scotched, will not be denied by the 
governor. But that human life in the 
abstract was at any time in dire peril, 
as represented by sensational reports, 
is untrue, The stranger and the resi- 
dent not.énvolved in the feuds did not 
find- their liberty or safety at any time 
circumscribed. Undoubtedly, the feud- 
ists perpetrated many cold-blooded 
atrocities, and it may even be true, in 
a measure, that they once or twice de- 
fied the power of the commonwealth. 
They attended strictly to their own 
business, however, and did not med- 
Gale with noncombatants or innocent 
individuals. 


Governor Beckham says truthfully 
that crimes of equal turpitude in Chi 
cago, New York and San Francisco 
create little of a furore, or are entire- 
ly ignored. In this connection stands 
out the glaring presence of number- 
less hold-ups and sandbaggings in Chi- 
cago—outlawry tacitly beyond the 
control of the police. In New York 
the record for people killed in one 
year by reckless automobilists alone 
will probably exceed thé death list of 
the entire Hargiss-Cockrill feud. The 
San Francisco peace officers, working | 
itt a much more concentrated area, are | 
almost helpless in the face of high- 
binder Massacres. And yet when one 
man is shot or stabbed in a Kentucky 
feud, the reports received in metro- 
politan offices are frequently so am- 
plified and colored as*to convey the 
impression that the entire state is in- 
fested by blacklegs and ambushed ab- 
sassins. 

No doubt if Governor Beckham 
could probe to the core many of the 
gore-dripping recitals which have ap- 
peared in northern sheets about his 
own and other southern states, he 
would discern the drafty art of the 
faker who is paid a good salary to do 
nothing save occupy a desk behind 
lecked doors, and elaborate into repul- 
sive mélodrama the tales which the 
rural correspondent wires in all good 
faith. These men are, sad to relate, 
withont the state’s jurtsdiction. j

Strong Voice from Texas. 

The Houston Post, as our readers 
will note by reference to an editorial 
reproduced from that influential 
southwestern journal elsewhere on 
this page, has come out squarely for

-, Our esteemea Texas contemporary 
assumes this position after weeks of 
conscientious criticism of what ap- 
peared to it to have been questionable 
methods employed by the administra- 
u0n in effecting the consummation of 
the treaty. The Post, like some oth- 
ers who were hesitating over certain 
moral propositions possibly involved 
ir. executive action in the premises, 
waited to hear the president’s ex- 
planation of his action, backed by the 
official reports in the matter. The 
president’s message, while it may not 
have utterly dispelled The Post’s 
doubts, caused it to perceive the wis- 
dom, from a standpoint of southern 
commercial and political expediency, 
of meeting the logic of events half 
way, and this our contemporary does 
in language unequivocal and convinc- 
ing. 

The Constitution has not been dis- 
posed to haggle over technicalities of 
the Panama affair, believing that in 
recognizing the independence of Pan- 
ama the administration merely fol- 
lowed. a democratic national policy of 
more than half a century’s standing, 
and supported by abundant Jack- 
sonian precedent as to the details of 
its execution. 

But above all, ‘we have recognized 
the paramount, the vital importance 
of the canal to the south’s internal de- 
velopment, and the impossibility, un- 
der the circumstances, of achieving 
its construction in thig generation by 
another means than the one so for- 
tuitously offered. 

From the inception of the affair 
we have thought that the whole ques- 
tion was one that had no business to 
be dragged into party politics, and we 
have tried most assiduously to keep 
it out. 

The Post has a large reading con- 
stituency in the southwest and its in- 
fluence is potent in its journalistic 
zone. Under the circumstances, its 
strong stand for the ratification of ihe 
treaty is peculiarly significant as 
showing that the southern states are a 
unit for the great consummation, 


A Promising Namesake. 

Dispatches from Bath, Me,, tell of 
rapid progress made on the mammoth 
new battle ship which is to be named 
“Georgia.” The vessel is about 40 per 
cent finished and work is being rush- 
ed with the greatest speed. When 
completed the Georgia will be among 
the most powerful vessels, not only in 
the American navy, but in the world. 


Its length will be 435 feet and its dis- 
d 


placement more than 14,650 tons. 

As all ships displace their own 
weight, it can be understood that this 
new war leviathan will exceed in 
weight any of its class yet construct- 
ed. The new composite form of bat- 
tery, a very formidable pattern, will 
be employed in its equipments. This 
will consist of four 12-inch, eight 
8-inch and twelve 6-inch guns. [In the 
auxiliary battery will be twelve 3-inch 
rapid firers, twelve 3-pounders and 
eighteen automatic guns of differing 
calibers. She will also carry the 
usual supply of submerged torpedoes. 
Her crew will comprise 706 officers 
and men, and the contract calls for a 
flat speed of 19 knots, equal to that 
of the cruisers New York and San 
Francisco, and unusual for a heavy 


‘vessel of the battle ship type. 


The citizens of Georgia feel sure 
that the war ship Georgia will be a 
Stalwart additfon to our fleets, and 
that in all demands ,made on them. 
whether in war or peace, her officers 
and crew will demonstrate the fear- 
less, energetic spirit characteristic of 
the genius of the state for which she 
is named. Already Atlanta has been 
distinguished in her name being given 
a vessel iow rendering important ser- 
vice in the isthmian imbroglio. 

We cannot but admire this cleves 
System of naming the different ships 
of the navy, as they are completed 
and.actively commissioned. With the 
most important states and cities of 
the nation thus complimented, it is ev- 
ident that the people generally will 
take a more specific pride in the often 
reported evolutions of the navy.  In- 
cidentally, such gentle diplomacy has 
an appreciable effect en public sentl- 
ment, when requests are made for an 
increase in the naval appropriation. 
So long as the demands are not ex:

fault to be found with this tactful lit- 
tle policy.

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ENGLAND IN DIPLOMACY 


John Bull May See in a War a Chance to “Get Back” 
on the Muscovite. 


From the Pall Mall Gazette. 


“Nothing is more difficult to define than 
a ehifting policy, of which the whole sys- 
tem consists in having none, and shaping 
its course according to events. Far from. 
dominating and directing events, the Eng- 
lish cabinet euffers them. It is in tow.” 
fh a diplomatic treatise published in 

St. Petersburg, in 1882. It forms 
a scathing valuation of British policy, 
which, although opposing them in every 
direction, Russian statesmene never doubt 
their ability to defeat by a skilful alter- 
nation of cajolery or intimidation. 

Since her defeat in the Crimea, Russia 
has never ceased to wage war with Great 
Britain, for she has found in her diplo- 
racy a much more effective weapon than 
her bayonets. She has discovered that 
effective opposition to her policy need only 
be apprehended from the British sailor 
and soldier; but that from the British 
statesmen she need only count on pro- 
test and graceful concession. With con- 
spicuous success she has confined her 
attack to the latter, and as long as she 
has good reason to believe that in no cir- 
cumstances shall we permit our compe- 
tion with her to be removed from the fleld 
of diplomacy to that of afms, so long will 
our interests and influence continue to 
succumb to her bold and insidious aggres- 
sion. 

“Your government,” observed a Rus- 
sian officer, ‘“‘will never be able to op- 
pose Russih successfully. ‘Your miris- 
ters never make up their minds, and it is 
whispered in St. Petersburg that the rea- 
son for this is that they have no minds 
to make up.” Such an assertion, galling 
though it be in the mouth of an enemy, 
4s no more than echo of many a Britons 
sub-consciousness, not to say expressed 
opinion, while its concrete justification 
ig supplied by the invariable decrepitude 
of British policy in the China seas In 
face of the ever-increasing attacks to 
which the national interests have been 
x ed. 

"aie the time of Peter the Great 
Russia’s policy has been steadfast, per- 
sistent, changeless. Its forward move- 
ment has been the realization of per- 
petual motion, its motive power skilful, 
unscrupulous action unfettered by con- 
sideration of right or wrong, of national 
honor, pledges, or treaties, the happiness 
and misery of her own people, even the 
possibility of defeat or impending bpank- 

All such are as ye beside 
unchecked, unsatisfied ptrpose, in- 
capable of rest so long,as there remains 
a league of free land which does not pay 
allegiance to the Slav, “predestined lord 
of a subject world.”’ 

Compared with such remorseless con- 
sistency, how puerile and placid seems 
the policy of the great empire which 
Russia finds in her path at every turn, 
but whose ultimate debacle she has so 
much reason to regard as little more 
than a diplomatic exercise! Great Brit- 
ain has trusted to phrases and lived on 
illusions. Instead of pursuing a recos- 
nized plan solidly . backed and placed 
above the rivalries of party, our leaders 
invariably, where Russia has been con- 
eerned, have been vacillating and ill- 
informed, displaying a subservience to 
party maneuvers which was far more 
concerned with their own continuance 
in office than with a bold assertion of 
the national interests, if ever it could be 
avoided. 

Accordingly, one of the cleverest forms 
of Russia's diplomacy has always been 
to play upon this weakness, and to af- 
ford to us the opportunity of avoiding 
direct opposition by concealing her pur- 
pose until this has become a fait accom- 
pli, which our statesmen invariably have 
gracefully accepted. Her modus operan- 
di has been to quiet our fear8 by denying 
the truth of information which has reach- 
ed us until she has achieved her aim. 
She then justifies her action on the plea 
that her assurances were misunderstood 
or that circumstances were too strong 
for her. In every contest with Ruséia 
Great Britian has been beaten, not by 
the strength and resOurces of her rival, 
but through the weakness and incapacity 
of her rulers brought into antagonism 
unscrupulous 
men, wielding a power interminable and 
infinite, who have succeeded alternately 
in browbeating and hoodwinking their 
outmatched, but at the same time hon- 
ester, opponents. The contest, I repeat, 
is wholly unequal, and our policy, so long 
as it is shored up by mere diplomatic 
scantlings in the shape of buffer states, 
open doors, or Russian understandings, 
is foredoomed to humiliating failure. 

What will always remain the most egre- 
gious example of British gullibility, de- 
creptitude and lack of nerve is the clos- 
ing of Port Arthur by the Russians. 
Nothing but the most barefaced hypoc- 
risy could have contemplated the seizure 
of what, in the pretended interests of 
China’s integrity, had just previously 
been denied to Japan. But that Great 
Britain, although weakly acquiescing in 
the pretense of a temporary lease, should, 
at Russia’s bidding, have abnegated her 
right to enter the port which British 
seamen had discovered and named is 
one of the greatest humiliations ever in- 
flicted upon. this country in the Far 
East. 

Admiral Sir Edward Seymour, quickly 
reilizing that so many Russian men of 
war in China water boded no good to 
our interests, had dispatched a British 
sLip to Port Arthur, which for .a time 
completely baffled the Russian plan to 
install themselves quietly before an- 
nouncifg its cession by the Chinese. For 
as long #s a British vessel lay alongside 
the Russian squadron no preparations to 
fortify the place could be proceeded with. 
However, Russian diplomacy knew its 
men. It immediately fastened upon the 
British ambassador in 8t. Petersburg and 
Lord Salisbury in London. The Iphige- 
nia was withdrawn an.id the complacent 
smiles of the Muscovites, who at once 
proceeded to carry out their programme 
unobserved. The categorical assurances 
of Count Muravieff, which served for the 
moment to pacify the British statesmen, 
were shortly after deliberately repudiated 
by the closing of the port. But it was 
a fait accompli, and as such we feebly 
swallowed it. - 

But the most illuminating proof of that 
disability which Britain must ever suf- 
fer in a diplomatic contest with Russia 
is to be found in the latter’s assiduous 
attention to diplomatic minutiae. No in- 
cident, no circumstance is too insignifi- 
cant to.add something to Russian pres- 
tige, and those details which we consider 
beneath our ypotice result in a thrifty 
accumulation of Russian influence which 
perennially forces itself upon our atten- 
tion in the face of a fresh political de- 
feat.

Our agents and the Chinese officials. Is 
it a matter for wonder, then, with such 
contrasts between British and Russian 
methods, that we are constantly being 
pushed backwards? Great Britain, crip- 
pled by sentiment, by party maneuvers 
at home, her agents handicapped by feeble 
backing, is inevitably beaten at all es- 
sential points by a power which is the 
most astute and the most unscrupulous 
as well as the most daring In the world. 
And is it possible for our policy, ill-in- 
formed, credulous, dependent on changing 
majorities, to oppose with success the 
persistent alms of men whose only creed 
is to attain their ends by any and every 
means, their only peri] to fail? 

While we are babbling about the ‘open 
door,”’ Russia, having got Chinese offical- 
dom by the throat, is steadily fulfilling 
her purpose, not only in Manchuria, but 
in Pekin and Hankow, and many anotner 
city of the interior. If we still stand 
miutely impotent. we shall one day find 
ourselves face to face with another ana 
much greater fait accompli. Russia, 
having now matured her plans for the 
absorption of all North China, is already 
elbowing us out of the Yangtse yalley, 
and, as every one in China is well aware, 
is only maturing her plans for the seiz- 
ure of the whole eighteen provinces. 

Only one thing will stop her. Russia 
will never embark on a war with an op- 
ponent stronger than herself, She must 
be met in the east with the same resolute 
ne plus ultra which bars her aggression (o 
the west. She must be met with sterner 
resolution and plainer speaking than any 
she has yet experienced, and must be 
made to understand that she is reaching 
a limit which a first-class power wil! not 
tclerate without creating a casus belli.

Those who have followed the comment 
of The Post since the beginning of the 
Panama affair will recall no word of ap- 
proval of the methods pursued by the 
administration—methods which appears 
none the less culpable In face of the pres- 
ident’s strong special pleading—nor will 
the reader recall any word advising re- 
jection of the treaty, 

Indeed, The Post has seen no practical 
way out of the difficulty. The president's 
prerogative in recognizing Panama, or 
any other government de jure on de facto, 
ig clearly established. That he exercised 
it. prematurely in this instance is occa- 
sion for rebuke, but the recognition will 
not be undone by rejection of the treaty. 

By the action of the president, follow 
ed by other powers, the government of 
Panama is a fact. Colombia its power- 
less to coerce, and the infant republic is 
ready to do business. Inspired by the 
sole purpose of insuring the construction 
of the canal, the adventurous spirits of 
the isthmus will find a way, under the 
sovereign power they have assumed, to 
negotiate with another government if 
we fail to act, and in such a contingency 
we could not reasonably object after we 
had ourselves declined the opportunity. 

The president's refusal to negotiate 
with Nicaragua, awaiting, as he virtu- 
ally cunfesses, the rebellion in Panama, 
and his precipitate, not to say indecent, 
haste in recognizing the rebels who 
counted confidently upon his support, 
have created a condition which is 
practically incurable, and which compels 
in sé@lf-interest to take the other 
step and ratify the treaty or to invite, 
by delay or refusal, confusion worse con- 
founded growing out of the instability 
of the isthmian people. 

Possialy—probably—the final outcome 
will be the permanent acquisition of Pan- 
ama, for we are informed by intelligent 
correspondence from the scene of action

Panama and the Louisiana Purchase. 

Editor Constitution: For the benefit of 
those who seem #o condemn the con- 
duct of President Roosevelt for his ac- 
tion with reference to the new republic 
of Panama, I wish to recall dn incident 
in our history not without its bearing 
on the president’s critics.

Events in Europe had taken place that 
caused Napoleon suddenly to change his 
plans with regard to America. Now, tn- 
stead of refusing to listen to any propo- 
sition for the sale of New Orleans, he 
directed his minister of the treasury to 
go at once to the American commission- 
ers and sell not only New Orleans, but 
in addition the whole territory of Lou- 
isiana for $15,000,000, the trade to be 
closed at once. Our commissioners had 
not been sent for any such purpose, nor 
had they any authority. There was no 
time or means to ask for the authority,

‘Oonvineed That Wife Had Been Di- 
vorced by Fraud, Dodge Has 
Decree Annulled — After 
Divorce Mrs. Dodge 
Married Morse. 


New York, January 8.—(Special.)—P- 
hind the annullment of the marriage °F 
Mrs. Clemence Cowles Dodge-Morse and 
Charles W. Morse, ice king and banker, 
the proceedings in which were surround- 
ed by so much secrecy and-mystery, is 
an amazing story of fraud practiced by 
a lawyer of this city, now dead, with or 
witHout the connivance of One or more 
aitorneys involved in the secret hearing 
‘which resulted in a decree being given to 
the beautiful Missourian. 

Mrs. Dodge, after securing her decree 
of divorce, lived in luxury for three 
years at the Plaza hotel. There she was 


courted by Charles W. Morse, a mil-_ 


lionaire, and the intimate friend of the 
then mayor of the city, Robert A. Van- 
Wyck. Her marriage to Mr. Morse took 
place in 1!90!, three years after the di- 
Voree was obtained, and Since then she 
has lived with her husband in this city. 
Only recently was the discovery made 
that the divorce obtained by Mrs. Morse 
from Charles F. Dodge, of Atlanta, G3., 
Was got by the rankest kind of fraud. 
As a result of the revelations which 
fieve crowded fast upon one another dur- 
ing the past few weeks the decree of di- 
vorce has teen set aside, the marriage 
to Mr. Morse has been annulled and 
Mrs. Dodge is threatened with a suit 
dor divorce from her busband, in which 
(Mr. Morse is to be named as corespond- 
ent. , 

When Mrs. Dodge Met Morse. 
Mrs. Dodge first met Mr. Morse, it is 
eaid, when, separated from her husband. 
she had come to this city and opened a 
boarding house. She became the care- 
gaker of the millionaire’s home and chil- 
aren,.and finally, it is said, wished to 
~ merry him. 

Am action for divorce from her hus- 
band was brought against Mr. Dodge dy 
William A. Sweetser, of No, 203 Broad- 
‘way, a distant relative of Mrs. Dodge, 
and at that time an assistant corpora- 
tion counsel. On the application of Mr. 
| Sweetser to the late Justice Leslie Rus: 
‘geil, William J. Woods,,of No. 27 Wil- 
Mam street, was appointed referee, and 
it was before him that all the testimony 
was taken. At no time during these pro 
‘ceedings did Mr. Dodge appear in. per- 
gon. He was represented by Mortimer 
Ruger, an attorney, who is also said 
‘to thave been in the corporation coun- 
 sel’s “fice during the VanWyck admin- 
 $stration, and who was an intimate friend 
of Mr. Sweetser, Mrs. Dodge's attor- 
ney. There were but few hearings in the 
case. : 

Evidence of Mr. Do@ge's Intimacy with 
other women in New York was present- 
ed, and as Ruger’s defense of the action 
was unbacked by any testimony of a 
eonvincing character, a divorce was rec- 
ommended by the referee and granted 
by Justice William A. Nash. ! 
“That Ruger. falsely represented Mr. 
Dodge at the proceedings there is no 
lomger any doubdt. That he was em- 
rloyed by Mr. Dodge to appear in the 
case is ceriain, and it fs equally certain 
thet Mr. Dodge was never notified in 
any way that his wife had begun a di- 
vorce action against him. 

Woman Leaves Morse. 

The whole aS‘? was fraudulent from 
eatart to finish, although there is nothing 
to show that Mrs. Dodge or the referee 
knew anything of the means by which 
her divorce was procured. Her prompt 
action when she did learn the truth in 
leaving Mr. Morse after the beginning 
of the action to annul the marriage is 
evidence that she was an unwilling vice 
tim of the outrage. The whole fraud 
ts laid bare by the report of ex-Judge 
Ernest Hall, the referee who has taken 
evidence in the action brought by Mr. 
Dodge to set aside the divorce, after 
he discovered last October that a divorce 
was granted without his spits 

“Beyond any doubt,” said Mr. Hall fn 
his report to Justice Clarke, “a fraud 
was p'acticed, but the question of whose 
was the fraud is a knotty one.” 

Mr. Ruger, the dead attorney, would 
certainly be proceeded against if he were 
alive, according to Mr. Hall. It is 
doubtful, however, if arything can now 
be done to any one else. Mr. Sweetser 
today declared that he personally served 
a “man he supposed to be Mr. Dodge 
with the summons and complaint in the 
case, but Mr. Dodge has sworn that he 
was never Served and the court has de- 
>: % that it beliéves him.

The land has: been bought, with the 
exception of two small lots, plans have 
been drawn by the engineers employed 
for the purpose and these plans will be 
Submitted to the mayor and _ council 
within a short time. 

It is said that the only thing which 
now prevents the consummation of the 
Louisville and Nashville’s intention to 
enter the city directly and have termi- 
nals of its own is the failure on the part 
of that road to secure satisfactory terms 
for the purchase of two lots fronting on 
Waverly place. The principal lot of the 
two is occupied by Gershon Bros. & 
(Rosenfeld, proprietors of the Atlanta 
Waodenware Company, and it is stated 
that this company will not dispose of 
their rights in the property, which con- 
‘Sist of a long lease. The other lot is a 
small one, and it is not thougkt that 
there will be any great difficulty in ob- 
taining possession of this when the time 
to act comes. 

The plans of the road will be submitted 
to council probably at the next meeting, 
and a statement will accompany them ex- 
Plaining exactly what the road wants 
done, What action wfll be taken by

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that body is not known, but it is expect- 
ed that there will be no hitch and that 
the new terminals will be constructed this 
year. 

The plans of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville call for improvements to cost in 
the neighborhood of $!,000,000, and when 
they have been fully carried out the lIo- 
cality selected will present an entirely 
different appearance from that exhibited 
now. 

The fire engine house will be removed 
and all buildings fronting on Waverly 
place will be raze The ground will be 
cut down to a » of about 20 feet 
and the whole area reduced to the level 
of the present Georgia railroad yards. 
Many additional tracks will be placed 
in that space, large ware houses will 
be erected, the round house will be 
greatly enlarged, additional office build- 
Ings will be built and altogether there 
will be a great change wrought in that 
vicinity. Waverly place will be closed, 


‘if the city council will permit, and the 


grading necessary for the placing of the 
new tracks will extend as far back a& 
the dividing line fence shown in the 
illustration printed herewith. 

According to the ideas of the railroad 
people engaged in the improvements, the 
closing of Waverly place will not work 
any inconvenience to the people of the 
city. as they state the great bulk of 
the travel toward Washington street and 
that region goes by way of Hunter 
Street at present, and the closing of

difference. 

In the picture accompanying this the 
shaded parts represent the property con- 
trolled by the Louisville and Nashville, 
the Georgia and their allied lines, which 
will be used for the freight terminals if 
the deal goes through successfully. The 
houses shown cover the space that has 
not yet been secured. 

Many plans and estimates have been 
made, it is said, by.the engineers of the 
roads interested, and while there are a 
few ehanges yet to be figured out. they 
are now practically complete and will 
soon be ready for public inspection, 

It has been known for some months 
that the Louisville and Nashville in- 
tended to enter this city with its own 
trains, and a statement to that effect 
was published in The Constitution in 
April of last year, which mentioned the 
fact that the roads had negotiated the 
purchase of the property described in 
the cut presented today. 

Since that time the matter has pro- 
gressed rapidly until now it has almost 
reached the culminating point, and it 
will not gurprise well-posted railroad 
men to see the work of constructing the 
great freight terminals started within a 
few months. It is admitted by officials 
of the roads interested that it is the 
intention to cargy out the plans men- 
tioned above just as soon.as possible, 
and their completion will add to Atlanta's 
already great railroad facilities to a 
lange degree.

§S usual, the committee appoint- 


A ments Qf Mayor Howell have oc- 
Gastoned considerable discussion 


at the city hall, not only because the 
heads of the departments were anxious 
to know with whom they will work this 
year, but also because there is always 


curiosity to knuw what councilmen will 
secure the best committees. 

One of the hardest tasks which falls 
to the lot of the chief executive of the 
municipality is that of assigning the 
twenty-one members of council to places 
on the twenty-six committees. Especial- 
ly is this true because of the fact that 
Places on about five or six of the com- 
mittees are thought to be desirable while 
the others are not sought after. 

Occasionally some councilman is assign- 
ed to a committee that is believed to be 
dead, and before the end of the year he 
has revived it and makes it an active 
force in municipal affairs. That is what 
Former Councilman J. Frank Beck, of 
the fourth ward, did last year with the 
committee on manufacturers, statistics, 
freight rates and transportation, which 
he caused to work in conjunction with 
the Greater Georgia Assotiation for the 
good of the city. 

When the mayor makes up his commit- 
tees it is necessary for him to take into 
consideration ine requests that have 
reached him from members of council] to 
be left off of certain committees and to 
be put on others. 

The committees nave already been pub- 
lished, but a statement of what each 
member of council secured has not yet 
been published. From reading the liat 
it will be noticed that every member of 
council] was given at least one chairman- 
ship, some received two, and one, Coun- 
cilman Turner, gaptured three. Each 
man has a hard year’s work before him 
if he attends all meetings of the commit- 
tees to which he is assigned.

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Permission Was Yesterday Granted 
Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company To Lay Under- 
ground Conduits To 
Transmit Current. 


Arrangements are being made by the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company 
to utilize the current that will be gen- 
erated ®y water power at the new dam 
across the Chattahoochee river, which is 
now rapidly nearing completion. 

During a meeting of council’s board of 
electrical eontrol, of which Councilman 
J. M. Stephens is chairman, yesterday 
afternoon the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company applied for permission to 
lay conduits from the city Hmits along 
State street as far as North avenue, 
thence along North avenue to Gray street, 
thence along Gray street to Simpson 
street, thence along Simpson street to 
either Davis street or Lambhert strect, 
and thence along either Davis street or 
Lambert street to the present plant of 
the company. 

This means that overhead construc- 
tion will be used to convey the electric 
current to the city limits and that it 
will then be carried in underground con- 
cuits to the present plant of the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company, from 
which point it will be distributed through- 
out the city by the present wiring system 
of the company. 

‘The board of electrical control after 
learning the object of the company gave 
permission for the laying of the under- 
ground conduits, under the same condi- 
tions that have in the past governed the 
laying of them. 

The fact that the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company is to control the en- 
tire current generated at the new dam 
across the Chattahoochee river has been 
known for some time. The fact that 
the new plant is go nearly completed @s 
to require the company to commence lay-

Secretary Reports Adversely on 
Appomattox. 


Objections Are Based on the Ground 
That Too Much Money Has Al- 
ready Been Expended, Which 
Also Applies to Atlanta

A dispatch from The Constitution's 
speciaj correspondent at Washington is 
to the effect that Secretary Root is op- 
posed to the passage of the Dill provid- 
ing for the Atlanta military park. This 
bill was presented by Colonel Livingston 
and Senator Bacon for the purpose of 
purchasing the historic battlefield of 
Feachtree creek and making of it a na- 
tiona] park to commemorate one of the 


'most important struggles of the war. 


The objection of Secretary Root to the 
purchase of more national parks seems 
to be solely on account of financial rea- 
sons. This is illustrated in his adverse 
report against the bill providing for the 
purchase of the grounds at Appomattox,

providing for the Atlanta military park 
which has been introduced in the house 
by Colonel Livingston and in the upper 
house by Senator Bacon. 

Secretary Root today sent the mflitary 
affairs committee of the senate an ad- 
Verse report upon a bill introduced by 
Senator Martin of Virginia, for the pur- 
chase of certain property adjacent to 
Appomattox. In this report the secretary 
of war says: 

“The necessary expenditures for the 
battlefield parks already authorized are, 
and will be so great that I do not think 
this bil) ought to pass. The effect of it 
would probably be to create another park 
to be owend and cared for by the gov- 
The nationa] government can- 
not own and take care of al] these parks 
uf historic interest In the United States. 

“I transmit herewith a statement of 
the moneys already expended upon MNa- 
tional military parks, and an estimate of 
che probable cost to complete these parks 
and the annual maintenance’ thereof 
from which it will appear that the ex- 
penditures haye already amounted to 
nearly $3,000,000, while it is estimated 
that more than half a milllon dollars 
will be required to complete the milita- 
ry parks already authorized for the 


maintenance of which, after completion, 
over $65,000 will be required annually.”

There will be paid out at that time 
between $500,000 and $600,000, which will 
be an average of about $50 or $60 for 
every teacher in the state. The payments 
will not be made on January 18, as it will 
take several days to draw and sign all 
the checks, but Commissioner Merritt 
hopes to have all the checks sent out by 
the end of that week. 

A great many counties have already 
paid their teachers, borrowing the money 
from banks to do so. Some counties ne- 
gotiated these loans from Atlanta banks 
and the checks sent to them by the school 
commissioner will be indorsed by the 
county school superintendé@nt at once and 
returned to the banks holding the coun- 
ty’s note.

The issuance of a requisition paper by 
Colonel B. M. Blackburn, of the execu- 
tive office, yesterday recalled a curious 
incident that happened over a year ago. 

On December 24, 1902, Hon. C. H. 
Brand, solicitor general of the western 
circuit, asked a requisition for A. §S. 
Colyar, Jr., wanted in Clarke county for 
forgery and believed to be in Washington, 
D. Cc. This requisition was fssued and 
sent to Colonel Brand, the paper being 
directed to the chief justice of the court 
of appeals of the District of Columbia 
and being the first requisition, so far as 
is known, ever issued to bring back a 
Georgia fugitive from the national 
capital. 

An officer was sent to Washington, but 
failed to locate Colyar, and the requisition 
was never served. It remained on file 
with Colonel Brand until yesterday, when 
he sent it to Governor Terrell, stating 
that Colyar had beén arrested in Rich- 
mong Va., on a minor charge and that 
he, Colonel Brand, desired a new requisi- 
tion directed to the governor of Virginia. 
This was thereupon issued and the old 
District of Columbia paper filed away. 

Colyar is wanted for cashing an al- 
leged forged check for $25 at the Bank of 
the State University at Athens. 


Colonel O. B. Stevens and the members 
of the agricultural department are griev- 
ing just now over the death of Henry 
Strickland, an old ante-bellum  darky, 
who had been employed by Colonel Stev- 
ens for years. Captain R. F. Wright, as- 
sistant commissioner of agriculture, yes- 
terday prepared the following tribute to 
the old negro, who died Thursday after- 
noon: 

‘The old ante-bellum darky is fast dls- 
appearing from the sunny south, and ere 
long he will live only in story and song. 

‘All who have had occasion to visit the 
Georgia agricultural department remem- 
ber the old colored porter, Henry Strick- 
land. -That old man has an honorable 
record. 

“During the war period he was a young 
man and showed to the family of his 
master, Colonel Lofton, that fidelity 
which through his whole life has been a 
marked trait of his character. Many a 
night he took his blanket into the hall 
of Colonel Lofton’s house and slept be- 
fore the door of Mrs, Lofton, that she 


and her Uttle children might feel se- 
cure from harm. 

“When Hon. O. B. Stevens, commis- 
sioner of the Georgia Gepartment of agri- 
culture, married the daughter of Colonel 
Lofton the faithful young negro entered 
their service, and has performed with loy- 
alty and devotion whatever was required 
at his hands. 

“Since Mr. Stevens entered into the 
office of commissioner of agriculture 
Henry Strickland has been his porter. 
Every member of the clerical force of 
the department bears testimony to his 
uniform courtesy and fidelity, and all are 
sad at his departure. 

“The family of Colonel Stevens, from 
the oldest to the youngest, sorely feel 
the loss of their faithful old servant. 

“It can be truly sald of him that ha 
died in the harness. After a day of 
steady work at the department he went 
to his home in the evening. After sup- 
per he was stricken with paralysis and 
remained in an unconscious state until 
his death yesterday afternoon, January 
7, 1904. 

“May THs soul rest in peace.”

New York, January 8.—The wee 
been one of wilder fiuctuationg ~ hom 
previous six days this season. Advances 
have ranged from 30 to 60 points a day 
and declines of an equal amount. After 
breaking from 13.45 to 12.80 Monday, 
there was an advance to 13.95 Tuesday, 
a@ crash to 13.16 Wednesday, a break on 
12.92 Thursday and a recovery of over 
half a cent on Friday.

An Easier Feeling Over the Far East- 
ern Outlook and a Promise of 
Large ~- Replenishment of 
Banking the Impelling 

Causes.

New York, January 8—There was @ 
dull and strong stock market today 
without sensations and without features. 
An eaSier feeling over the Far Eastern 
outlook and the promise of a large re- 
plenishment of bankin@ reserves to be 
shown by tomorrow's bank statement 
were the impelling causse of the slow 
rise. The best prices off the day were 
made in the last hour, and the closing 
was fairly steady and near the top. Ac- 
tual news.on the war situation was mea- 
ger, and there was no deep-seated con- 
viction that hostilities would be averted, 
but the possibility of a quick change in 
the situation and the important influence 
which would ibe caused by such a condi- 
tion created great caution on any as- 
sumption that war was jnevitable. The 
forecasts of the weekly movement of the 
currency promise a gain in cash of be- 
tween $10,000,000 and $12,000,000. Of 
this estimated gain one-quarter or 1l¢ss 
results from subtreasury operations, in- 
cluding receipts of foreign gold, and the 
remainder has been received from inte- 
rior points. Expectation is general that 
the loan item will show a further suv- 
stantial expansion, but so large an In- 
crease in the basis for credits depriveu 
that prospect of any disturbing power. 
Money was very easy today for all forms 
of loans, and call money became almost 
a drug jn the market at 2 per cent, a 
condition not seen on a Friday for many 
months. The speculation in Amalgama- 
ted Copper continued very active, and 
that stock rebounded from early depres- 
sion to | 3-4 over last night. The fig- 
ures of the December exports of copper, 
which were the largest for fifteen 
months past, Started the recovery. Cop- 
per was strong in London, and there 
was a further rise in the price Of Cop- 
per in the domestic market. Rumors 
were current of some large Sales af- 
fected above the market and quoted 
trade opinions were hopeful. United 
States Steel preferred was largely traded 
in and lifted a point and hopeful views 
were expressed of the Outlook in the 
trade and the character of the buying 
of the stock. The special strength of 
Baltimore and Ohio was due to the lre- 
port that application had been made to 
jist the stock on the Berlin bourse. ‘There 
was movement in Mexican railroad 
stocks, which it was attempted to ex- 
plain by the view that war in the Orient 
would increase the demand and the price 
for silver and so redound to the benetit 
of the Mexican exchanges. ‘The state- 
ment of the net earnings of the South- 
ern Pacific for November had a stimu- 
lating effect on that stock, and Union 
Pacthc.

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TRADE SITUATION. 
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Nev’ York, january 8.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade tomorrow 
will say: 

“Retail trade has heen somewhat slow 
to recover from holiday dalin2sa, partiy 
on account of the vad weather, which 
also retarded collections to some extent. 
Traffic was impedéd and shipments of 
merchandise delayed. On the other hand, 
low temperature stimulatéd the demand 
for seasonable goods, and burdensome 
stocks in the hands of dealers were re- 
duced, Jobbers and manufucturers in 
those lines received supplementary ocr- 
Gers, and the wool market became firmer 
in tone, although actual sales did not 
increase materially. Mills and factories 
report jsrregular conditions. Latest 
turn of railway earnings for December 
are 54 per cent above the previous year. 

“In the iron and steel industries the 
year opens witk quiet conditions as to 
demand, but much irregularity in wages. 
Numerous reductions went into effect and 
Several others are contemplated. Dur- 
ing the last quarter net earnings of the 
leading producers were less than half 
those of the corresponding month of 1902. 
These official returns indicate the heavy 
contraction in this industry, and there 
was a very large decrease in orders on 
hand at the opening of the year. Aside 
from purchases’ by traction companies 
there {is no demand for steel rails, and 
it is announced that lower prices wil] be 
necessary to stimulate interest. 

“Violent fluctuations in the price of 
raw material has a restrictive influence 
On the market for cotton goods. 

“‘New lines of heavy-weight woolens are 
opened slowly, thus far being confined to 
low grades, but there is a fair movement 
in carpets, blankets and flannels. 

‘‘Eastern shoe shops are shipping freely 
for next fall, but few supplementary 
Spring orders have been placed. 

“Failures this week in the United 
States are 400, against 350 the corre- 
sponding week last year. Failures in 
Canada number 37, against 240 last 
year.”’ 


Bradstreet’s Review. 


New York, January 8.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: 

The new year opens quietly, but with 
Satisfactory features predominating. Cold, 
stormy weather has retarded business 
and transportation, but in some sections 
has stimulated sales of heavy goods, 
shoes and rubbers at’ retail. Wholesale 
business is seasonably quiet at leading 
eastern and central western markets, but 
it is worth noting that spring demand and 
shipments have begun at the southwest. 
Collections show a slight improvement 
and money is easing. Preparations for 
spring are going forward actively and 
with a good show of conservative con- 
fidence. War talk has been -a stimulating 
influence to many markets, notably those 
for cereals and provisions, but. securi- 
ties and cotton have been depressed 
thereby.

‘The growing ease 
of. money is regarded as favorable to 
widespread activity in building the com- 
ing spring. 

Tne industrial situation looks rather bet- 
ter, employees showing a disposition to 
accept lower wages, and a number of 
iron and steel milis and furnaces afte 
resuming on a readjusted basis of cost.
